'iho Ihinible is a Uulch invenliou 
Jhftt was first brought to lingland in 
1695 by one John Lofting, who began 
Its manufacture at Islington, near 
London, gaining thoreliy both honor 
and profit. lis name is tierivod from 
the words thumb and bell, being for a 
long time ciilled tlmniblo, aiui only 
lalely thimble. Olil rocortls say that 
thimbles wore first worn ou tho thumb; 
but we can scarcely conceive how they 
would, bo of much use there. Former- 
ly they were mado of brass and iron 
only, bill of bile years sleel, silver, 
gold, horn, ivory, and even pearl and 
glass have all been tisctl for making 
thimbles. 

A thimble owned by a (iucen-con- 
sorl of Siam is shapoil like a lotus-bud, 
that being tho royal llmver of the coun- 
try, and almost everything about the 
court bcjiring, in a greater or Ics.s de- 
(rree, some iiiii)ress of Ihn lotus. This 
thimble is of gobl, thickly studded 
with tliamonds that are .=:o arranged as 
to form tho lady's na;uo and tho date 
of her marriage. It was a bridal gift 
from tho King, who, haviu£r seen tho 
Knglisli ami Amei-ican ladies at his 
court using thimbles, took this rnolli- 
od of iutrodueiug them among his own 
people. — Boreas^ Aluyuzine,

JAMES BAY LAND SALE. 

Our iirticle of yustonlay cannot 
have failed to cuuvincu men of cool brain 
'and seiiso, that tho action of tho govern- 
ment in the matter of the James Bay lots 
has been satisfactory. We showed be- 
yond uiiy possibility of cavil that, in 
ortliir to meet tho expoctatioiia of the city, 
tho "ovornniunt liavo almost stoijpod be- 
yond tho time that has to bo roi^arded by 
all governments in similar dealings with 
niiinioipulitioa in general. Wo will only 
now roi)e:it that it IB not for the i)ur- 
nianuut interest of Victoria, nor of any 
g"j„„lo niuiiieipiilit}', that such lino should 
bo too freely overstepped, for that might 
create a suspicion of favoritism in tho 
minds of the general public and tiio house 
of assembly, which would have an ollect 
adverse to compliance with reasonablo do- 
niands in the future. On this ground, uo 
cleiiri;catc criticism which tho facts do not 
justify, st"ii^ly "f opinion that 

our tine iiiteiotit, tin i-itizoiis, is ill-a«rved 
by what otlu-r niuniuii>alitiea miyht re- 
gard afl uiuluo pi i ssui-o. This is a reason- 
able opinion, and one which we con- 
lidently siiliiuit to tho calmer second judg- 
iiuint of our readers. It would ploaso us, 
for our put, :w wu have already said, if 
all tho Crown lots in tho city in which our 
own iiilorosts lie wore included in tho 
lar"ess, but the principle that all Crown 
reserves within municipalities should 
oDStiro to tho letter, cannot be reasonably 
advocated. On that lu-incipal, under our 
easy iiuiiiieiliivl i^el, a low pooplo auywhorc 
could form a iiiuiiiciuality , with an exten- 
sive area, and claim valiiablo lands within 
it that wore rosorvod in the interest of 
the public in yenoial and not in tho in 
torest of municipalities. Tho case of 
alletrod partiality on tho part of the <,'ov - 
ornnioiil to Now Wosiminster City, which 
our ooiitoiuporary niist'd, has coinplotuly 
broivon down, like ila aryuinoiits and alio- 
gations, on almost every public question 
which it touches. It is proved by hard 
fact, by the very record of the transac- 
tion'whioh our contemporary publishes in 
its coUiinns, that, whereas the <;ovoriuneiit 
jrraiitod ^/i'''-' '"t-H only, to Now Wost- 
miiiater, they havo oH'orod to, and now 
hold at the disposal ot, tiio city of Vic- 
toria, tweiity-one lots, and they have, 
further, arrantjed as far as they can, for 
an additional oiijhtoen lots, mure or less,

The American of the Fatnre. 



Joseph Edgar Chamberlain contritH 
utes an important paper to the Septem- 
ber Centunj on "The Foreign Elements 
in our Population," in which he shows 
•^ho tendency of immigrants of the 
same race to mass in particular States, 
giving to those sections a special for- 
eign character. But in conclusion he 
says: "Supposing tho entire mass to bo 
fused, the Celtic and Teutonic blood, 
tho Latin and Norman would be min- 
gled in much the same manner as tlioy 
were in tho veins of tho original En- 
glish settlers. Tho American of tho 
future, supposing present forces to con- 
tinue and all white elements to fuse 
equally, would bo almost as much an 
'Anglo-Saxon' as tho American of 1820. 
Wo nave seen, however, that tho races 
aro not distributed ovonly, and that 
certain tj-pes aro likely to be locally 
predominant, at least until along proc- 
ess of intermigration shall h.ave welded 
tho mass into a substantial likeness. 
Tho Wisconsin man of tho near future, 
for iastanoo, is likoty to bo almost a 
Gorman, while tho Now Englandor 
(still snpposing all olomouts to com- 
bine) will be at least half an Irishman. 
But in the meantime all come to speak 
a single dialect; all wear tho same cos- 
tume; all come under tho assimilating 
inlluenco of an intensly active internal 
commereoj and all oontiune to aeoua- 
tom themselves to diversity of views 
and organizations in religion without 
strife growing out of such diversity or 
a thought of social separation on its ac- 
count. May wo not assume that such 
a state of affairs will tend to make tho 
people a single and homogeneous na- 
tion, in spite of local diversity of ori- 
gin? 

"I believe that no one now accuses 
any largo or inlluoutial portion of tho 
foreign element of a sot purpose to 
spread iileas subversive of our political 
institutions. It can hardly bo denied 
that such tendencies and ideas as aro 
most dopreeatod in tho foreigners in 
the United States relate to manners, to 
more habits of life and social practices. 
In those things wo havo undergone 
groat changes, and would have under- 
gone tlieni, in a groat ilogree, indc- 
poiulont of foreign intlueuce. 

"So long as all elements blond, and 
tho people remain free to seek their 
own happiness in their own way, it 
would seem lo make little ilifferenco 
with coming generations whethoi' their 
family Iroo shall have its roots in Ply- 
mouth or Bosiou or New Aaisterdam, 
or in Castle (iarden. Sd long as this 
freedom to seek a common happiness re- 
mains, it is of little couseqtienee whether 
tho now inhabitants are lost in tho old or 
tho old in tho now. Tho greatest dan- 
ger would seem to bo thai tho niigling 
of all elements, with a resulting evolu- 
tion of a single nationality, will not 
proceed without interruption. No 
greater daugor can threaten than that 
tho population will split into two or 
more castes, with caste hatreds and 
coiillicts. Wlienever in any plaeo a 
tendency to sueli a condition seems to 
bo arising, all tho proper inlluenco of 
tho State and of socio ly should bo 
brought to bear against it."

This faseiniitiiig (nitertainniont can 
be pro]3ared by ehildren, at short no- 
tice, with very littio trouble or o-xpenso. 
The articloa required are two shoots of 
large card-bo.ard, two sheets of whito 
cotton wailding, one ball of whito and 
one of pink velvet chalk, a lead pencil, 
a pair of scissors, six yards of black 
cambric, a few tacks, and a little 
paste. 

One sheet of card-board is fastoiiod 
on the side wall of a darkened room, 
so that the shadow of tho face of a f Or- 
son with largo and regular foatiiics 
will full upon the center (il it when a 
lighted candle is held in front of tho 
side of the face at a dislance of three 
feet. A cup should be placed between 
the face and the card-board and kept 
in position by the pressure of the head, 
in order, so far as possible, to in-event 
any moment on the part of the sitter. 
Tho candle must lie so placed tliat tho 
Bhadow of jn'olilo is in the center of 
tho card-board; tho outlines aro then 
to bo traced with a pencil. Tho card- 
board can then bo taken down and the 
profile carefully cut out; the btiek of 
the head usually being enlarged, so 
that various methods of dressing the 
hair may bo |)erinit'od. The whito 
card-board will be ready for the bas- 
relief after the outer edtje liius been 
cut into the form of a circle, and luado 
thicker by several rings of pasteboail 
of the same diamotor, but only three 
inches wide. When cameos aro to bo 
Dxhibitod, tho outer sui-faco should bo 
covered with pink tisdu(!-pa|)er. 

A curtain of (dieap black canibrie or 
any plain-colored material, reaching 
from tho ceiling to the lloor, is then 
hung at a distance of about two feet 
from tho back wall of the room where 
tho exhibition is to tako place. Tho 
card-board is fastened into a hole made 
in the curtain, so that tho eentor of 
opening is about six or seven feet from 
the lloor, and a chair or small tabh.^is 
placed close bohinil lliis cun.aiii and 
another small piece of black clolh is 
lacked to the wall behind the opening. 

Tho ])orson wlioso face is to form tho 
bas-relief stands upon a cli:iir 01 table 
so lluil the head lits into thi' or.eniiiL; 
in the canl-board, about oiie-iiali di it 
projecting in front of tho surface of 
tho frame thus formed. Tho side-face 
thus exposed is chalked and the hair 
is covered with whito wadding,, which 
conceals it, and also can bo fastened in 
waves, plaits, or classic knots; for 
cameos," pink chalk, and lissue-jiaper 
tako tho place of tho white. Very 
pretty art studios can lluis bo made by 
inoxperienced jiersons. 

When it is desired to show several 
of these art studios consoeutively, it 
will be well to hfive a pink and a white 
frame placed side by side about ono 
fool apart, as then they may bo shown 
togotiior or separately ; the ono not in 
use being covered with a littio curtain 
of black cambric. Thus a pleasing 
variety can bo produced by showinir 
oithor a camoo or a bas-rollof or both 
together. Faces of children or of 
people can bo used as dcsiretl, as it is 
not absolutely nceessay that tho feat- 
ures should o.'iaelly lill the cut prulilos 
In the card-board. The eyes aro always 
closed, and a little chtiik should bo rub- 
bed on the cyolids just boforo tho face is 
shown to tho spocators. 

Tho frames may bo placed between 
thick window-curtains draped above 
and bolow thorn; lliis will save tho 
trouble of a black curtiiin, us llie por- 
formors can stand in tho window be- 
hind tho curtain. Tiio best manner of 
lighting thorn is from tho top; and 
whon the room has no chandelier, a 
lam[) can bo hold as tho left side as 
liigli as can be ilone conveniently by a 
person who stands upon a chair or 
oliorl step-ladder.
